PARKER NOW CAMP COMMANDER 


Before Trip to France, From Where He 
Recently Returned, Parker Was 
in Command at Waco. 


* Lansing. 


Admitting they have not received 
proper clothing ta equip soldiers 
against the stinging weather which 
confronts them and will probably con- 
tinue intermittently for the next four 
months, and expressing the belief that 
Custer will eventually become simply 
au assembling station for soldiers, 
camp officers. are dejected over the 
prospects of properly training soldiers 
in this section of the country, 

“It is useless for you feliows to 
tell the people of Michigan what a 
nice place Custer is in the winter,” 
said an officer to the correspondents, 
“when hundreds of fathers and moth- 
ers and wives and sweethearts are 
right here today and can see for them- 
selves, and while hundreds of the boys 
are writing letters home telling of true 
conditions. 

“If you do that you only discredit 
yourselves and when you later attempt 
to deny some falsity regarding food 
‘wastage or shortage or something like 
that you will not be believed.” 

It was emphasized, however, that 
so far as hardening the men’ this cli- 
mate would be satisfactory. But that 
is about all they would accomplish, 
say Officers. While the men here are 
hardening, those in southern camps 
will be. gaining proficiency in all the 
arts of soldierly. 

That Custer will eventually become 
a camp for agsembling men and per- 
haps giving them an elementary train- 
ing in the months of even temperature, 
is the general belief here. Such a 
place is necessary, as it would not be 
practical to send men ih small groups 
of 10 to 100 to distant traning camps. 

If such a course is adopted suffi 
cient soldiers would be stationed here 
at all times to guard the camp, and

Percentage of Rejections High. 

Figures compiled at the office of the 
surgeon of the Kighty.fifth division 
show that nearly 15 per. cent of the 
selected men sent to Camp Custer in 
the last contingent will be rejected 
because of physical defects, 

These figures must fiot be taken to 
indicate that the rejected men are in- 
valids or in most cases incapacitated 
from performing such labors as they 
may select, but they do sharply define 
that only the most perfect specimens 
of manhood will be trained for over- 
seas duties in the first divisions. 

A percentage of these inen sent 
home will later be called to the col- 
ors, elther because they take meas- 
ures to remedy the defects which 
barred them at this time, or becaush 
the standard will be lowered when 
the pick of the country has been 
taken. 

Many of the men require minor 
operations only to perfect them for 
service, but only in rare cases aro 
these being performed by surgeons 
here, Many of the larger hospitals of 
the country are performing the opera- 
fions free, 


M.A. C, Students Healthy Lot. 
Eighty-six per cent of the mascu- 
line members of the freshman and

As Camp Custer progresses, the fact 
becomes more evident that several 
hundred men who came to the canton. 
nient ag selected soldiers will emerge 
as commissioned officers and that ef- 
ficiency will be otherwise rewarded 
throughout the Eighty-fifth division. 

Each company and battery com- 
mander has a man or two whom he 
has recommended for the third of- 
ficers’ tralning camp, which will be 
opened at Camp Custer early next

Secreti- 
ries distributed 1,656 copies of the 
seriptures, while there were 912 per. 
sonal Christian interviews. From 
these talks 259 Christian decisions re- 
sulted. 

At the 47 entertainmen‘s. 
were cared for. To the 7% movie 
shows were attracted 40,866. In the 
auditoritm were held eight religious: 
meetings, with an attendance of 7,700, 
while 7,879 attended 10 social enter- 
tainments.

The new concrete road to Battle 
Creek was opened a few days ago. lt 
euts the time of the trip from a half 
hour to 15 minutes and eliminates a 
very rough journey. 

Rudolph J. Forejt, Detroit private 
in the 339th regiment, who committed 
suicide, insured himself two days be- 
fore for $10,000.

THE PAST WEEK 


President’s Message Declaring 
America in War to Finish, 
Hailed With Joy. 


ADDS AUSTRIA TO OUR FOES 


Progress of Ruesia’s Efforts for Ar- 
mistice—Germans Sacrifice Men 
Recklessly tn Furlous Attacks 
In France and Italy— 
American Troops to 
Be Rushed Across.

The United States Is fn the war to 
the finish-—and that finish must be the 
overthrow of the Prussian military 
despotism, the liberation and restora- 
uon of the peoples it has enslaved 
and reparation fur the material dam- 
nage its armies have done. When this 
{gs assured, the United States will in- 
sist on a peace that is based on gen- 
erosity and justice to all alike, ex- 
eluding all selfish claims to advantage 
even on the part of the victors. Mean- 
while Austria-Hungary must be form- 
ally declared our foe in the war, and 
“our present and Immediate task” is 
to win that war, . 

Such in a few words is the message 
of President Wilson to congress, to 
America, and especially to the world. 
He leaves no doubt of the govern- 
ment’s and the nation’s humanitarian 
aims, and he makes equally plain the 
determination never to make peace 
with the present rulers of Germany 
who have done such “deep and abom- 
inable wrong.” The president ex- 
pressly disayows any Intention to im- 
pair or rearrange the Austro-Hunga- 
rlan empire, but says that to the 
Austro-Hungarians should be restored 
independent control of their own af- 
fairs, and avers that the Balkan states 
‘and Turkey should be secured agninst 
foreign oppression or injustice. . Mr. 
Wilson's polished diction does not con- 
ceal his contempt for the pacifists, the 
traitors and others who seek to ham- 
per the nation In the prosecution of 
the war. When everyone else within 
sound of his volee arose and cheered 
the president's impassioned statements, 
Senator La Follette, Representative 
‘Mason and one or two more sulked si- 
lent In their seats, They are easily 
classified. 

Message Warmly Approved. 

Instant approval of the message was 
general throughout the United States. 
and it received the hearty endorse- 
ment of the British and South Ameri- 
can press, though some of the London 
papers, notably the Times, are skep- 
tical about the distinction the prest- 
dent still maker betweeh the German 
rulers and the German people. It must 
he confessed a great many Americans 
also feel the German people are not 
so guiltless as Mr. Wilson represents 
them. 

Congress lost little time In starting 
proceedings for formal declaration of 
war against Anstro-Hungary, and gov- 
ernment agents throughout the coun- 
try at once began preparing to handle 
the millon and a half enemy allens 
which it adds to the list. As tens of 
thousands of Austro-Hungarian’ have 
been employed in the mines of Amer- 
len, there {a danger of a serious short- 
age of mine labor. It is likely a good 
deal of discrimination will he used in 
dealing with such subjects of the dual 
monarchy, as the Bohemians and vari- 
ous Siavic races, who have no sym- 
pathy with the autocracy of their 
ruters, 

Bolsheviki Peace Efforts. 

The efforts of the Russian bolshe- 
vikl to bring about a general cessation 
of fighting was not markedly success, 
ful last week. Large numbers of Rus- 
alan troops were withdrawn from the 
front Ines, and Anustro-Hungary for- 
mally approved of the armistice plan; 
but when the representutives of 
the Russians began discusston of de- 
tails with the Germans they met with 
a quick check. Their first two stlpu- 
lations were that the enemy should 
nat undertake to send forces from 
the Russian front to the front of Rus- 
sia's allles, and that the German de- 
tachments should be withdrawn from

To this 
the German delegates repiled evasive- 
ly, merely promising to consult their 
government. 

On Thursday Berlin announced that 
a suspension of hostilities along the 
entire Russian front for ten days be- 
ginning Friday noon had been arrang- 
ed. The same day Trotzky declared 
the Russian government did not want 
@ separate peace, 

There were reports, which, however, 
were emphatically denied, that Rou- 
mania desired to open negotiations 
for an armistice. If thelr flank on 
the north were left unprotected by the 
quitting of the Russians, the Rouman- 
an forces between the Dniester and 
the Black sea would be in extreme 
peril. Members of the Red Cross inis- 
sion of Roumania have just brought 
to President Wilson a messoge from 
King Ferdinand declaring his country 
would never make a sepurate peace. 

Ensign Krylenko ts now in control 
of much of the Russian army, his men 
having captured the headquarters at 
Mohilev and murdered General Duk- 
nonin, former commander in chief. 
At last reports General Kaledines' 
Cossacks were marching on Vitebsk 
and a battle with Krylenko'’s forces 
was {mpending. Most of the Russian 
diplomatic representatives in allied 
countries and the Russian troops to 
France have disowned the doings’ of 
the bolsheviki leaders and refuse to 
recognize their authority, 

Germans Try Hard for Big Victory. 

It is evident that the German high 
command is trying desperately to ob- 
tain a decisive mflitary victory in 
France or Italy, or both, before the 
American army gets across in suffi- 
cient force to be effective. So far the 
result achieved by the enemy has been 
the gain of a few rods of ground at 
AD appalling cost fn less of Hfe. The 
fighting in the Cambrai sector devel- 
oped into the bloodiest and fiercest 
battle of the war, and despite the 
bringing up of great numbers of Ger- 
many's best troops, the British in the 
main repulsed the repeated mags at- 
tacks and held most of the ground 
gained the previous week, If Byng 
can continue to hang on to his posi- 
tions, the battle will prove the best 
thing the British could ask, for it has 
brought the Germans “out of their 
holes” and not only shown them up 
as inferior in open fighting, but cost 
them an enormous number of their 
most valuable men. The reckless sac- 
rifices made by Crown Prince Rup- 
precht contrast strangely with the fn- 
formation that Germany is training 
boys of fifteen and sixteen to take 
their places soon tn the fighting Mnes. 

America has cause for pride and 
satisfaction in the reports that come 
of the part In the Cambral fighting 
taken by American engineers. Caught 
by a sudden advance of the Germans, 
these men took shelter until the Brit- 
ish came up to them, and then, borrow- 
Ing guns, went into the fray with a 
gallantry and coolness that won high 
praise from the commanding officers of 
the British, A few of them were 
killed and wounded, but the others 
went right on with thelr fighting, pa- 
trolling and rallrond building. 

Flerce Fighting in Italy. 

Along the Italan front the fighting 
has been Httle less flerce than at Cam- 
bral, and 98 the week closed the Aus- 
tro-Germans were making their s8ec- 
ond grent offensive there. In the in- 
itlal attack by largely Increased forces 
the enemy compelled the Italians to 
withdraw from some advanced post- 
tions between Monte Tonderecar and 
Monte Badenecche, but elsewhere the 
violent assaults were repulsed. If 
the invaders succeed in that sector in 
flanking the Plave and Brenta lines, 
they might force General Diaz back as 
far as the Adige. However, the Italian 
commander seemed quite confident he 
could prevent this, and his forces were 
gallantly guarding the entire line 
while {increasing numbers of British 
and French re-enforcements continued 
to arrive. Among the allies in action 
on this front are a number of Amert- 
can aviators, and the declaration of 
war ngainst Austria-Hungary seems to 
Make sure the speedy dispatching of 
a considerable force of American sal- 
diers to re-enforce the Italians. At 
any rate that is what Italy expects, 
and the entire country celebrated joy- 
ously the news that Its chief foe was 
to be inchided In the enemies of the 
United States. 

U. 8, Troops to Be Hurried Over. 

One of the main subjects discussed 
In the interallied conference in Paris 
was the best means of getting Ameri- 
can troops to France as rapidly as pos-

sible and supplying them with munl- 
tions and food. To release as much 
tonnage as may be for the purpose 
of carrying the American soldiers an 
international organization was created 
that will co-ordinate the utilization of 
transport facilities, somewhat reatrict- 
Ing the Imports of the various nations. 
It may be that a considerable part of 
the supplies for the American army 
will be obtained from England and 
France in order to save time. 

The allies intend to bring out their 
full man power, and the troops of the 
United States are to be taken to the 
front as quickly as {t can be done. 
There is no doubt that this is the plan 
of the government, despite the opinion 
of Von Hindenburg and Von Luden- 
dorff that America was ratsing a great 
army only to protect itself against Ja- 
pan and would not be so “foolish” as 
to send it to Europe. If those gen- 
tlemen read the president’s message 
Some glimmer of truth as to the real 
determination of the United State 
may penetrate their skulls, 

China May Send an Army. 

Before very long yet another na- 
tional army may be fighting beside the 
allies in France against Germany. It 
is reported that a large force from 
Chink Js to be brought to the west- 
ern front, probably under the com- 
mand of General Yeng-Chang, chief 
general adjutant to the Chinese presi- 
dent. For a jong time many thou- 
sands of Chinese have been working 
behind the lines in France, and doubt- 
‘ess the well-trained and equipped 
armed forces of the Oriental republic 
also wilf be welcome there. 

From Palestine General Allenby sent 
word that he was fu a position to en- 
ter Jerusalem at any time he saw fit, 
but was continuing an enveloping 
movement to the north 3 the Holy 
City, 

Equally satisfactory in the news 
from East Africa, the British com- 
mander there reporting that the last 
Germans had been cleared from that 
vast region. Al! who were not killed 
or captured had fled to Portuguese 
territory, where they would soon be 
attended to, he said. Thus Germany 
has been stripped of the tast of her 
colonies, 


Interaltied Naval Council. 

An {mportant decision of the coun- 
cil In Paris was to create an Inter- 
allied naval council in order to close 
contact and complete co-operation be- 
tween the navies of the aites. The 
council will be composed of the min- 
isters of marine and admiralty chiefs 
of the nations represented. The war- 
fare on the submarines is proceeding 
satisfactorily, but the last British ad- 
miralty report shows the toll of the 
U-Bonts ts still high, 16 British ves- 
sels of more than 1,600 tons and five 
others having been sunk in the week. 
Among the boats torpedoed was the 
steamer Apnpa, 80 passengers and the 
crew perishing. The submarine shetl- 
ed the vessel's open boats that were 
filled with women and children. 

Earty Thursday morning a fleet of 
big German airplanes made a rald on 
England and several of them succeed- 
ed in reaching London, Thetr bombs 
killed seven persons. At least two of 
the raiding machines were brought 
down by gun fire and their crews cap 
tured. 


War Stamps on Sale. 

The sale of war savings stamps 
and certificates, America's newest 
plan for ralsing war funds and encour- 
aging thrift, began on Monday, and 
was taken up by the entire country 
with an enthusiasm that presages its 
complete success, ‘The campaign will

FINLAND. 

Finland’s native crops for the year 
have failed. AJ) hope of reljef from 
Russia has been lost. Fifty thousand 
tons of wheat and rye contracted and 
puid for lu the United States and Cun- 
ada Inst spring have been comman- 
deered for France. America is Fin- 
land’s only hope. Dr. Kaarlo Ignatius, 
special commissioner from that coun- 
try, fs in Washington appealing to offi- 
clals in the cause of humanity to re- 
lease to his government the 50,000 tons 
of supplies purchased before the food 
law was enacted, but commandeered 
by Food Administrator Herbert C. 
Hoover for the allied armies in France. 
After weeks of negotiations with Ad- 
ministrator Hoover and the war trade 
board, Dr. Ignatius has failed to ac- 
complish his purpdse. He has Ambas- 
sador Bakhmetieff of Russia aiding 
him, and also the sympathy of the 
British government. “I am going to 
keep up the fight,” Dr, Ignatius said. 
“Already our people are starving. If 
{ must, I will appeal to your president, 
who has declared to all the world that 
America is fighting in thts war fur the 
preservation of the rights of all na- 
tions, small as well as great. I do 
hope that the United States, the frst 
nation In the world stranding up for 
the rights of mankind and nations, will 
Save us in this critical hour. Our gov- 
ernment foresaw a food shortage last 
spring and placed orders in the United 
States and Canada for 50,000 tons of 
errin. After placing these orders we 
could not get u license from the inter- 
allied supply committee In Petrograd 
to import these supplies. The com- 
mittee. said Finland could get all the 
wheat It needed from Russia. There- 
upon our governinent paid 60,000,000 
Finnish marks to the Russian govern- 
ment, which had taken over all food 
supplies of the-country. Russia guar- 
anteed to make deliveries of wheat to 
our country in August and September. 
Then came the revolution and Fin- 
Jand got nothing from Russia, not even 
her money back. Besides the revolu- 
tion, transportation conditions make it 
Impossible to get supplies from Rus- 
sia.’

SWEDEN. 


There are now hundreds and hun- 
dreds of homeless Stockholm families 
who cannot afford the rental required 
for any kind of a heme, In proportion 
to the population, Stockholm ,has an 
extraordinary number of hotel, estahb- 
Ushed particularly to meet the tourist 
stream in summer, It ls vow often hun- 
possible to get a hotel room in 8tock- 
holm. The guests are placed tp bath- 
rooms, office rooms, even in large 
wardrobes, so as not to be forced to 
spend the night in the street, and it 
happens that even ‘as many a8 four 
persons, all strangers to each other, 
sleep in the same room, Still worse is 
the scarcity of house rooms and tene- 
ments. At the end of September those 
applying for rooms und tenements im 
Stockholm, numbered 1,936, and the 
corresponding opportunities were 232. 
In order to assist the homeless fami- 
lies temporarily, the housing commis- 
sion bas opened several schoo! bouses 
for them, and the Swedish Red Cross 
has assisted with equipment. The com- 
mission has also offered premiums te 
those families, willing to house the 
homeless in thelr own apartnrents. 
Even the attics and basements are 
used for lodging. The ‘scarcity of coal 
tn Sweden affects all !ndustries, all 
branches of communication aad home 
life. Many passenger boats and trains 
have been withdrawn, with the resalt 
that those still running are overfiowed 
with people. A sleeping car ticket 
must be ordered at least a fortnight 
before the journey, The Nlumination 
of trains and ra{flway stations is: con- 
siderably reduced. Official buildings 
are not heated more than is absolutely 
necessary, Churches are wartned only 
op Sundays. Everywhere the saving 
policy reigns. During recent years 
many vessels loaded with conl have 
sunk before reaching the harbor of 
Stockholm. Persons now have trie 
to rulse this coal from the bottom of 
the sen, and more thin 4,000 tons ix 
reported to have been recovered near 
Stockholm by this method. One of the 
coal fishers has earned $4,000 from his 
“fisheries.”

Five examples of a new species of 
the gorilla, hitherto unknown by sci- 
entists, huve been taken to the Riks 
museuin of Stockholm by Capt, Elias 
Arrhenius from the eastern part of 
Belgian Congo. This new  vartety, 
which has been called “Gorilla Berin- 
gei Mikenisensjs,” after the mountain 
Mikeno, where it lives, has a tenger 
skull than the nearest variety, “Gorllla 
Sabingo.” The length ts 310 millimeters, 
while the skull of the sabingo gortita 
shows only 276 millimeters. The xasal- 
bone and the cheekbones are of a dif- 
ferent shape. White markings like that 
of the chimpanzee probably Indicates 
n crossing between gorilla and chim- 
panzee. The new variety also differs 
in color. “Gorilla Mikenisensis” Hves 
in droves and is very shy. 
get the five examples now given to 
the Stockholm museum, Captain Arr- 
henius and his men had to creep 
through the brush to get an opportu- 
nity to shoot. The negro population 
hunts this gorilin for its skin—or for 
vengeance. At the time of Captain 
Arrhenius’ visit a negro shot five go- 
rillas because one of his relatives had 
heen killed by one of the beasts.

To get food for the horsea, the Swed- 
ish population has started to harvest 
the henther, which grows abundantly 
in some parts of Sweden. They cut off 
and dry the tops. Experiments have 
proven that !t has almost the same nu- 
trition value as hay.

Europe is coming into contact with 
for the first time. 

Old Europe is surprised and feels 
inclined to look back into’her history 
books and figure out just what it was 
sne Jost ‘when those early pioneers 
left her shores and carried ambition’s 
burning lights to the new world. Old 
England is just beginning to realize 
that it was her best blood and brains 
and spirit that left her so many years 
ago and went out to find fortune in 
the young, untested west. 

Spirit Inspires Weary. Europe. 

I am writing this to you because 
you, as the proud father of a patri- 
otic, fighting son, will understand 
how this American fighting spirit is 
beginning to size up the world situ- 
ation as it becomes closer and closer 
in touch with it each day. These young 
fighting Americans, who also think, 
have been landing on these shores in 
some small and some big parties ever 
since June. I. have watched them 
land from the first. 

Their great optimism and enthus- 
insm have been inspiring to poor old 
war weary. Europe. Her head. has 
been aching with an awful pain for 
over three years now, and the ap- 
pearance of these fresh youngsters 
with clear heads, eyes and.. brains, 
and strong arms and hearts, has done 
great things toward bucking every- 
body up and making prospects look 
tiighter. 

Thoughts Serious Now. 

But now I see these young Amer- 
icans, and old ones, too, for that mat- 
ter, after they have been here long 
enough to get a grasp on the situa- 
tion and with only few exceptions 
‘their more mature observations are 
not quite so roseate as their first 
ones. They appreciate France’s won- 
derful fighting and wonderful sacri-

Any support 
that France and England’ give to 
Italy just weakens the western front 
that much. When the Italian invas- 
ion stops, the Germans and Austrians 
will entrench as they did in northern 
France three years ago and with this 
digging in system they will hang on 
to what they have in a way they have 
‘earned to do quite successfully in 
the three years they have been doing 
- Germany Moves Millions. 

Russia's collapse means that Ger- 
many and Austria can release some 
150 fighting divisions from the east- 
ern front. Reducing the Italian front 
to a samll sector, deeply entrenched, 
the central allies wil] be able to with- 
draw probably another fifty divisions 
that they have used on that front for 
invasion purposes. There are ap- 
proximately 200 divisions of 10,000 
men each, That amounts to over 2,- 
900,000 men. This represents 2,000,- 
000 men more that can be thrown on 
the western front. Now, then, if 
Germany, without those 2,000,000 
men, has been able to hold France 
and England on the western front, 
what will Germany be able to do 
when she gets this additional 2,000,- 
000 men on the line? 


Where are the allies going to. get 
men to oppose this additional weight? 
This is not German propaganda I am 
nresenting; this is simply an analysis 
that I am. making, so that far seeing 
Americans may better realize the 
greater effort that has to be made to 
save the United States from the un- 
speakable—namely: to save us from 
being beaten in this war. 

America Needs Alarming. 

This view of the present conditions 
in Europe is alarming, and, in my 
opinion, it ought to be alarming. It 
is necessary that America be alarm- 
ed. America is doing more than the 
allies expected she could do in the 
time she had to do it. She has done 
more than she herself expected she 
could) do in that time. But one 
might take all that America has 
done to date, multiplv it by ten, and 
then add some, and then he will be 
getting somewhere closer to the idea 
of how much there is yet to be done 
to save America and the world from 
defeat and reduction before the most 
ruthless military organization the 
world has ever seen. England had to 
sound the alarm tocsin to awaken 
herself. It is now time for it to 
3ound under the windows of Ameri- 
can homes. The fact is that the Hun 
is at the gate, and now it is the 
American gate, our gate. 

Maybe from this distance we are 
inclined to be poor judges of the 
great national effort being put forth 
back home. Over here, in our talks 
with one another, we try to discount 
that feeling by giving credit for all 
that is being "done. but after paying 
due recognition to present efforts we 
only arrive at one conclusion, and 
that is that, whatever is being done, 
if it remains insufficient, it leaves the 
country with the following alterna- 
tives: ‘ 

Do more, or suffer defeat. 


Merit, Not Seniority, Needed. 

Our fighting men at the front 
should not be made to worry about 
the connivings of political jealousy 
and political bickering back home that 
might at any time return them in dis- 
grace. Seniority is a good means of 
advancement in peace time, 
there are other methods more practi- 
cal on the battlefield.

HOUSETOPS ARE UTILIZED 


Roofs of Small Homes ir Palestine 
Are Devoted to Many Purposes, 
Including Quarters for Stock. 


Housetonps play a very important 
part in village life in Palestine, writes 
Rev, C. T. Wilson in “Pleasant Life in 
the Holy Land.” In the hilly districts 
the one-storied .rooms are often. built 
back tn the side of the knoll, or hill 
on which the village stands; or where 
it Is Ina valley, a perpendicular rock 
surface will oecasionally be utilized 
as one of the wails, and the roof will 
thus he on a level with the street 
above. Where such a village is depend- 
ent on the rain for its water supply, 
the roof will be made flush with the 
rondway, in order to get a greater area 
from which to collect the water for 
the cistern below, When this ts done, 
it 13 often Impossible to tell from 
above where the street ends and the 
roof hegins.. 

The roofs. although really domed. 
are not unfrequently afterward leveled 
up so as to make them quite flat, or 
sloping slightly to one caerner to throw 
off the rain more easily, Ther are 
put to an infinite vartety of uses; thos, 
in a village built on the side of a par- 
ticularly steep valley, where It was al- 
most impossible to find a fiat space, I 
have seenn housetop used as thresh- 
ing floor, Where the house is not bullt 
against the hillside, faggots of brush- 
wood, used by fhe women for firewood, 
are often piled un ou the roof for 
safety. During the dry season T have 
seen gots and sheep folded there at 


night, and in the hot. ‘sultry nights of 
summer the whole family wilt fre- 
quently sleep on the housetop. In the 
ease of a number of rooms built onto‘ 
ench other for a family of sons, the 
roofs will jain, though sometimes at 
different levels, In Home‘ cases these 
foofs fre reached from the streets by 
an outside stairense, =

CASSEROLE DISHES. 

It ts possible to have just as tempt- 
ing and dainty food cooked {n a ten- 
cent crock with a cover 
as it is to serve it ip a 
ten-dollar casserole. The 
secret of casservle eook- 
ery is {ts long, slow 
eooking under cover, 
keeping In all of the fla- 
yor. Tough meats are 
especially adapted to 
cusserole cooking. The 
law of compensation 
comes to our aid, for 
tough meats always yield delicious 
gravy, The tougher the neat the more 
glory to the cook If she makes it appe- 
tizing and palatable. The variations 
on easserole dishes are only iimited by 
the supplies fn the larder. 

A steak may be smothered in onions 
in a casserole or with mushrooms. 
All mest has the same first treat 
ment, seasoning, rolling in flour and 
browning In hot fat. Have the casse- 
role hot, add two cupfuls of canned 
tomato, half an onion, a slice of cur- 
rot and turnip, two stalks of chopped 
celery, a sprig of parsley and half a 
teaspoonful of mixed spices. The meat 
for this is beef. Pour a cupful of water 
in the spider after the meat -has 
browned, add a teaspoonful of kitchen 
bouquet and pour it over the meat 
and vegetables In the casserole. Cover 
tightly and set in a hot oven. As soon 
as the meat begins to cook reduce the 
heat and let ft cook very slowly for 
two or three hours for three pounds of 
meat. If you wish to add potatoes to 
this dish add them boiled until tender 
15 minutes before it Is to be served. 

Casserole veal {s delicious, with 
green pepper and onion for flavor. 
Mutton is also excellent cooked with 
pens and a little onion, Chicken with 
mushrooms, and a few ripe olives for 
a garnish when serving {ts at its best 
in this dish. A tough duck, squirrel 
or rabbit may be made into a most 
tasty dish by casserole cooking. 

Kidneys, beef hearts, calves’ hearts, 
sWeet breads, Iiver—in. fact, any kind 
of reat. fish or fowl can be cooked 
acceptably in the casserole.

Today we are looking for good 
things that are economical and within 
the meaus of the

satisfying. 

Rice Muffins — 
Press boiled rice 
through a  potuto 
ricer, add _ the 
yolks of three eggs 
to two cupfuls of riced rice, one and a 
half cupfuls of milk, two tablespoon- 
fuls of melted butter, one teaspoonful 
of snit, and two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder sifted with one cupful of flour. 
Lastly add the well-beaten whites of 
three eggs and bake in a quick ovén 
about twenty minutes. Sugar may be 
added if desired, and if the family is 
small, half the recipe will be sufficient. 

Beet Salad.—Cut sinall-sized pickled 
beets In halves, scoop out the center 
and fil! with chopped celery, mix with 
mayonnalse, place the beet on u let- 
tuce leaf and serve topped with a bit 
of mayonnaise dressing. 

Troy Pudding.—-Take a cupful ench 
of stoned raisins, currants, citron, mo- 
lasses, suet, a half-cupful of milk, one 
teaspoonful of soda dissolved in a lit- 
tle water, two and a half eupfuls of 
flour, half a grated nutmeg, a teaspoon- 
ful exch of cinnamon and ginger, a 
half-tenspoonful of cloves und one egg. 
Mix well and steam for three hours. 

Crullers—Take half a pint of sweet 
milk or one cupful, the same amount 
of sugnr, a fourth of a cupful or four 
tublespoonfuls of shortening, one beat- 
en egg, three cupfuls of flour, two ten- 
Spoonfuls of baking powder, a tea- 
Spoonful of salt and a teaspoonful of 
erated nutmeg sifted with the flour. 
Mix well and fry in deep fut. Roll in 
Powdered sugar sprinkled with cinua- 
mon, 

Baked Corn With Clams.—Mix a can 
of minced clams, a cupful of canned 
corn, a cupful of milk, one egg well 
benten, a cupful of bread crumbs, two 
inblespoonfuls of butter, a tenspoonful 
of sult, a fourth of a teaspoonful of 
paprika, and a Nttle onion juice or 
oblon salt. Mix the butter with the 
crumbs and sprinkle over the top. 
Bake one-half hour, 

Rice Pudding.—Use the unpolished 
tice, which is much more nutritious 
than the polished, soak a cupful over 
night, cook until tender In the game 
water salted.

There are few people who would not 
feel better, look better and ilve longer

ing before they are 
quite satisfied.

foods have a process of putrefaction 
which is peculiar to that food, other 
kinds of foods ferment but such food.

beings. 

The difference between fermenta- 
tion and putrefaction {s shown tn the 
digestion. Vegetable foods may fer- 
ment and cause irritation but with 
animal food the irritation may be in 
the form of poisons which are taken 
up by the blood stream just as is the 
food, these poisons cause autointoxi- 
cation, The vast majority of people 
who. suffer in this way, suffer because 
of overeating. An entless menal once 
or twice a week, would be not inup- 
propriate to follow a wheatless day. 

Fletcher, the dietician, in his won- 
derful books on living has discovered 
that the simple art of mustication, 
which is a much slighted if not a lost 
one, is the secret of good health. Our 
loyalty in these stirring times may 
teach us the value of lessening our 
food supply. The ovér-padded indiv- 
{dual who denies herself candy and 
sweets because of her patriotism will 
be rewarded in the happy results to 
herself. This will be true in cutting 
out one-seventh of our meat, one-sixth 
of our fat, and one-fourth each of 
sugar and white flour. This self-de- 
niai will not only help .us physically 
but its influence must be felt In other 
ways. The individual who cannot say

POULTRY !S NOT TABOO. 


As poultry cannot te shipped as fooa 

to our allles we are expected to use it 
in place of such foods as 
beef, mutton and pork. 
We will be most happy 
to have chicken often, if 
we are able to pay the 
price. 

We are all familiar 
with chicken stew with 
dumplings, roast stuffed 
fowl and fried chicken, 
so it is not necessary to 
dwell upon these favor- 

but we may like to vary 


ite dishes; 
our chicken dinner and the following 
may prove suggestive: 


Curried Chicken.—Joint a fowl neat- 
ly, fry it a slight brown color in three 
tablespoonfuls of Its own fat or any 
sweet drippings, lift out the pleces of 
chicken and fry one minced onion, add 
two tublespoonfuls of curry powder, 
three of chopped coconut, one tea- 
spoonful of sugar, one teaspoonful of 
flour, one of salt, a cupful of rich 
milk and a half cupful of water, then 
the pieces of chicken. Cook very 
slrwly until the chicken is tender, then 
add a tablespoonful of lemon fuice. 
Serve with a dish of boiled rice. 


Chicken Toredos.—Take half a 
pound of cold cooked fowl, one cupful 
of whipped cream, half a cupful of stiff 
asple jelly, three tablespoonfuls of 
chopped cooked ham, one tablespoonful 
of chopped parsley, salt, pepper and 
red pepper to taste. Whip the cream 
to a stiff froth, add the fowl and ham 
finely chopped, also the paraley and 
sensonings. Melt the aspic jetly and 
mix and beat until it begins to set. 
Pour the mixture Into china or paper 
enses, put on ice for 20 minutes and 
serve sprinkled with pistachio nuts, 

Chicken Mold.—From an uncooked 
fowl} remove all the meat, free it from 
skin and gristle and pnss it through 
the chopper twice, Put half a cupful. 
of bread crumbs in a saucepan, add a 
cupful of milk, and heat over the fire, 
stirring to a paste. Take from the 
fire and gradually bent in the chicken 
puste, then add a tenspoonful of salt, 
pepper, paprika, a tablespoonful of 
chopped parsley. dnd the well-beaten 
yolks of three eggs. Fold fn the stiff- 
ly berten whites. Turn into a well- 
buttered pudding dish, stand tt In hot 
water, and dbrke tn a modernte oven 30 
to 40 minutes. Turn out when ready 
and serve with white sauce.
